‘Search For Frederick Douglass’ 


“It is a real calamity in this 
country for any man, guilty or 
not guilty, to be accused. of 
crime, but it is an_incom- 
parably greater calamity for 
any colored man to be so ac- 
cused.” 

Spoken by the great Black 
orator Frederick Douglass in 
1883, these words still hold 
relevance for the Black man 
of today. They are especially 
true for actor -Arthur 
Burghardt when he appears 
as the late orator jin “The 
Search for Frederick 
Douglass" on NET's Black 
Journal Tuesday, January 11, 
on PBS (in New York on 
Channel 13/WNET at 9:30 on 
January 11 and at 11:30 on 
January 14), Burghardt is 
now in a federal prison at 
Danbury, Connecticut, ser- 
ving a five-year term for 
refusing induction: 

The Black Journal program 
interweaves the speeches of 
Douglass and conversations 
with Burghardt, fiimed before 


“his incarceration. In so doing 


it provides a profile of 
Douglass and evokes the 
spirit of his words and their 
meaning for all Black people. 

Born in 1617, Frederick 
Douglass resisted his own 
slavery at an early age. He 
escaped to the North where 
he began his life-long career 
as 8 leader in the anti-slavery 
crusade. He was an advisor 
to President Lincoln, 2 
leading 19th-century 
abolitionist, a fighter for 
women's rights, and a 
diplomatic representative 
from the United States to 
Haiti and the Dominidan

Republic 
Burghardt, who feels that 
“Black children don’t think 


about history with any 
relevance,” has sought “to 
Propagate the cause of 


Frederick Douglass" through 
the re-enactment of his 
speeches. In this way he can 
also. gain.recognitian for this 
Black hero who has largety 
been ignored by American 
history. Shortly before-his im- 
prisonment he appeared in 
two New York theaters in a 
one-man play adapted by him 
original 
works and s@en in part on 
Black Journal. 

As Black Journal's Tony 
Brown notes: ‘Burghardt's 
‘Search for Frederick 
Douglass" has been interrup- 
ted and his search for the 
freedom which Douglass 
symbolizes, has been halted.” 

Douglass once suid that 
“the newly-emancipated 
Black. man..is free from the

individual master, but the 
Slave of society.’ Like 
Douglass, who once resisted 
his master, Burgharar has 
resisted his master—society-- 
by refusing induction. He 
feels that, given the state of 
the Black people in this 
country, there is “little in 
America | can defend. — in 
this war or any other war. 

Burghardt relates to Black 
Journal the story of his year- 
long efforts to obtain a con- 
scientious objector status 
from his local draft board and 
the problems he encoun- 
tered.

Douglass once said 
Burghardt began his term in 
Decermber . though he had

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~ Rugged Black Family Forges Path 


By PETER WILKES 


During the 1913 flood 
which spilled Scioto River 
waters up to High St. and 
covered “the Bottoms” as far 
west as Central Ave., William 
F. and Maty Royal Carter 
arrived-in Columbus seeking 
employment, and educational 
opportunities for their 
children. 

To escape the high water 
Carter took hig family to the 
Hilltop on Columbus’ West 
Side where they moved into a 
house at 321 $, Oakley Ave. 

Mrs. Rosa L. Foster who 
now holds a M.A, degree 
from the Ohio State Univer- 
sity, one of the three children 
the Carters brought to 
Columbus from Dry Rock, 
Virginia, said her Father's 
first job was, “with the City of 
Columbus, helping to. rescue 
people from the flood.” 

After the water «receded 
Carter found a job with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad-Co. in 


the old shop on Leonard Ave. - 
at 20th St., and remaihed in”, 


the house on the Hilltop 
where a Carter child Was 
born every tWo years for 
almost 18 years to bring the 
number of little Carters to 11. 

AH of the Carter children 
graduated from West. High 


School, To this day ever 
since West was built in. 1929 
a Carter or Carter descen- 
danf has been registered for 
classes there. 

Eight of the 11 children 
born to William and Mary, 
now ranging in age from over 
40 to-over 60, still live in 
Columbus. 

Nine of them attended Ohio 
State University, Four 
received M.A. degrees and 
one continued on to Harvard 
University where, he took a 
law degree, which indicates 
that the Carter dream of 
education and employment 
has -not-gone-unfulfitied: 

Rosa, the oldest of the Car- 
ter brood, a teacher in the 
Columbus Public System, is a 
reading specialist at Windsor 
Terrace and Milo Elementary 
Schools. She also teaches 
courses in Black History for 
the State of Ohio. 

“When Daddy reached 21 
years old his Father gave him 
a horse and told him he was 
a@ man, could do what he 
wanted to do.

Rosa told The CALL and 
POST that Mrs. Bradner’s 
Grandmother was a slave on 
the Turner Plantation in, 
Franklinton County, Virginia, 
and other relatives: were on 
the Reynolds Tobacco Co. 
slave plantation. 

Her Mother's people, the 
Royals were from the area 
around Chatham, Virginia. 
Mary Royal married William 
Carter in 1902. Born to them 

s were six sons and five 
‘daughters:

It is believed that the 
Carter family is the first in the 
nation. to have all six of its 
sons in the service at the 
same time.

Sales Agreement With Ghana 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
this month signed a Public Law 480 
agreement with Ghana providing for the 
sale of $10,754,000 worth of U.S. 
agricultural commodities. The signing 
took place.in Ghana, capital ofthe West 
African country.

Instant Home In Va: 

In less than eight hours, workmen 
constructed a new three-bedroom 
home for Mr. and Mrs. George Bruce 
at Kent Stores, Va., about 23 miles east 
of Charlottesville. The “instant” house, 
put together in two sections called 
“modules”, was financed by a $15,400- 
loan from Farmers Home Administration, 
an agency of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

The house was erected on a wooden 
foundation, an innovation in home con- 
struction.

Youth In Anti-Crime Work 


During my visit to Virginia recently, | 
found out about a program that is now in 
operation down in Rock Hill, S.C. It is 
basically a youth program which is 
designed to fight crime in the city. It-is 
@ pilot program funded by the federal 
government but operated by the local 
police department. , . 

The youths are in uniform but they 
cannot carry a gun, they cannot make 
arrests, The youths come to their young 
“police peers” to ask what to do when in 
trouble; they-may tel! another youth what 
to do if they must face Traffic Court; they 
often advise youths who are faced with 
drug pushers and users.

Earl Caidwell’s.involvement with the 
government began when two con- 
secutive federal grand juries sub- 
poenaed him (on February 2 and May 22, 
197 2).4° lestity about (he activities atime

Black Panther Party. Their interest in 
Caldwell centered on knowledge he 
acquired as a reporter Specializing in 
coverage of dissident and militant 
groups, including the Panthers. 


Believing that an appearance betore- 
(he grand jury would ruin his credibility 
and relationship with members of the 
Panther Party, and ultimately destroy his 
ability to-gather news, Caldwell brought 
these claims to district court and asser- 
ted his refusal to obey the subpoenas 


The decision of that court required 
Caldwell! to appear before the jury, but 
Protected him from divulging information 
he received in contidence, \.e., infor- 
mation not for publication, as well as in- 
formation concerning his sources of 
news. 


Caldwell, unhappy with this decision, 
appealed, and the Ninth Circuit upheld 
the protective order of the lower court 
However, it further concluded that the 
Nominal benefits of any non-confidential 
disclosures Caldwell might make to the 
grand jury could not be reconciled 
against the probable harm to Caldwell 


personally“or to the American public if 
such dissident and milifant news sources 
became alienated from the press through 
fear of government investigation and 
reprisal. Thus, it freed Caldwell trom an 
responsibility to testity before the grand 
jury. 


Now,in the Supreme Court, the 
government claims that federal grand 
juries have always had an absolute right 
{o subpoena any person in order to con- 
duct their investigations: that reporters 
subpoenaed in the past have never 
claimed immunity from such investiga- 
tions. It also alleges that the First Amend- 
ment simply restrains government from 
Interfering with dissemination — as op- 
posed to collection ..of.news-and-has-no 
bearing on this case,

brief notes that there have been

Can 1 get 
Medicare? 

ANSWER: Yes. You should apply for 
Medicare 3 months before you are 65. 
Since you have never worked under 
Social security yourself, you will not be 
eligible for the hospital part of Medicare 
‘unless your husband qualifies for social 
security or railroad retirement benefits. 
But, you can sign up for the medical in- 
Suran¢e part of Medicare even if you 
cannot get hospital insurance protec- 
tions, 

QUESTION: My married sister and | 
hire the same woman to help us with the 
cleaning in our separate homes. During 
@ typical calendar quarter, | pay her $40 
in cash wages and my sister also pays 
her $40. We'd like to help her yet social 
security protection. Can we combine 
these wages and pay social security 
contributions for her? 

ANSWER: No. The social security law 
requires that each émployer must pay a 
household worker at least $50 in cash 
wages before the worker-can get social 
security credit for her earnings. The cash 
wages of two or more employers cannot 
be added together to reach the $50 
figure,
